paid and the service rendered. Whateve 
he privilege it is no greater than that en 
oyed by the old State banks, and indee 
akea in connection with existing restrl 
ions seems to be less, since men in ccrtal 
sections desire a revival of banks of issu 
under State law, that they may avail then 
selves of its looser and more liberal regi 


.(3). Official reports show th: 


he earnings of the National banks arc ne 
excessive, and tbe same tbiug might b 
Qdged from Ibe little ambition which me 
mveto'go into the system.
